” PRE PROPOSED BUND SonmME 
FOR THE ENGLISH . SE MENT 
“OS” Av BHANGHAL 


We have received what is called a 
“(Memorandum on the proposed Bund 
Scheme for: tke English Settlement,” ao- 
companied by a well-drawn and coloured 
olan, showing the alterations proposed to 
bo miade-both of which wo shall, for the 
present, permit to speak for themselves. 
The memorandum is as follows , 

It is proposed thatthe foreshore shall be 
raised and extended into the river from the 
Yangeking-pang Oreek to the Peking Road 
Jetty, following a curved lino drawn be- 
tween the heads of ‘each. existing public 
jetty... A now bund line would thus be 
formed which, it is concelved, should 
receive the approval both of those in charge 
of, and of those ‘interested in, the conser- 
vancy of the harbour. The proposed line 
would lesve untouched the pontoons and 
their bridges, and, with the ‘supervision 
that it is assumed will henceforth be given 
to the river banks ander the new ‘* Har- 
bour ‘Rules,’ no apprehension need be 
‘entertained as'to further encroachment on 
this side of the river. 

A scheme of the nature now set forth 
was brought before the ratepayers at meet- 
iigs held in May and August, 1872, when 
it wos suggested that the reclaimed ground 
should be converted into a publio garden, 
Doubtless it was the expense attending such 
sehome that led mainly to ita being for a 
time put aside ; {t 1s now intended to show 
how the advantages, proposed when ‘the 
curved line of bund was first suggested, 
can beat be obtained with a minimum of 
expenditure to’ the public. 

-A reference to the accompanying plan 
will show the river bunded out as s ggosted 
—an even carved line being drawn from 
the present stone buoding at the mouth of 
the Yang-king-pang to the head of the 
Peking Road Jetty, . (This line could be 
continued past the present Public Garden 
‘and: towards the Soochow Creek if it were 
hereafter deemed desirable by the. river 
authorities.)
